RECOVERY OF MRS. DELANEY 
The Prisoners Unharmed. 


Fort Prrr, June 4.Capt. Steele with 
70 mounted scouts and police had an en- 
gagement with Rag Bear at Two Lakes, 
50 miles south east of here, yesterday, 
He came up on the Indians at 9 o'clock in 
the morning as they were striking camp. 
He immediately attacked them, Finding 
their front too strong, he executed a clever 
flanking movement, taking the Indians in 
the rear, and. driving them in disorder 
across a sirall creek where he was unable 
to follow on account of his small forces, 
The Indians numbered 250 strong. 

During the fight Steele sent Interpreter 
McKee with a flag of truce. McKee ad- 
yanced but was fired on. He got near 
enough to be heard and called out to Big 
Bear in Indian, who replied indistinctly. 
McKee said, “ If you will deliver up our 
people we wil! cease firing.’ The Indian 
replied, ‘* We intend to clean you out,"

Wuyniree, June 7 —The following dis- 
patch has just been received at Govern- 
ment House by Lt.“Governor Aikxins, The 
dispatch is dated 12 miles helow Middle- 
ton’s camp, Which point the courier bring- 
ing it had just left: ‘Rev. Mr. and Mrs, 
Quinney, Cameron and two half-breeds 
with Big Bear, through the assistance of 
a friendly Indian, escaped, All now are 
in Gen, Strange’s camp, 12 miles from 
here. You will he delighted to hear that 
Mr. Quinney informs me that none of the 
women have suffered any indignities of 
any kind as was expected would be the 
case. Gen. Strange’s force has come in 
contact with Kig Bear and his braves, who 
were in a very strong position, and after a 
slight engagement, in whioh three of his 
men were wounded, and finding the coun- 
try impassable, he withdrew a for" yp ,les 
away and camped. Vexierday, while | 
was ©” my way to Fort Pitt, | received 
information from Gen. Strange that Big 
Bear's band was broken up yirtually into 
two parties, and as he has still the McLean 
family and several other prisoners, | am 
going to follow both trails with my mount- 
ed men, and hope to catch him yet."’

Fort Prrt, June Sth., via “Strauben- 
zie. Juue 7tu.—Mrs. Delaney and Mrs. 
Gowanloeck were brought in to-day by a 
party of seouts. ‘They escaped from Big 
Bear last Monday with some half-breed 
families who had al! along protected them 
from the Indians. Big Bear's whole out- 
fit were travelling rapidly, and left these 
people some distance behind. They turn- 
ed their horses into another trail and es- 
caped. They say that a half--reed named 
Pritchard has been the means of saving 
them from any cruelties by Indians, and 
that they have been well treated. They 
were tryvelling about with the Indians 
but otherwise were not forced to labor.

Gladstone Defeated 
on the Budget. 


LORD SALISBURY PRIME MINISTER. 
SCENES IN THE HOUSE. 


Loxpox, June 8.—In the House of 
Commons last night Mr Childers moved 
the second reading of the budget, and in 
his supporting speech, explained that of 
the total increase in the beer and spirits 
duties England pays 7s 6d, Scotland Is 
9d, and Ireland 1s 9d. Sir Charles Dilke 
supported the budget. He said that tea 
was already taxed enough. The further 
tax on wines would not be very productive 
and would injure colonial — trade. 
Stafford Northcote and others having 
spoken, Mr Gladstone arose to reply. He 
thought that the opposition were creating 
@ precedent which they woald regret when 
they came into power again.

ficial effect in preventing intoxication and 


increasing the trade many millions 
annually. It would be most unpolitic 
to increase the wine duty 


unless under extreme pressure. The gov- 
ernment were compelled to raise money in 
view of the impending danger to the Em- 
pire, a danger which he was unable to say 
had passed away. The opposition cayilled 
at the mode of raising the money without 
suggesting an alternative. Tea would re- 
quire an additional tax of three pence per 
pound to produce the samg,amount, thus 
raising the duty 75 per cent. on an inno- 
cent beverage The government had to 
choose between alchoholic liquors and tea 
and sugar, He would accept the issue of 
the vote as one of life or death, and did 
not envy the Torieo who, if they gained a 
victory, would have to bear the conse- 
quences, Mr. Gladstone's remarks were 
received with prolonged cheers. ‘The gov- 
ernment was defeated on the sccond read- 
ing, the bulgot being rejected by 265 to 
252. When the result was announced 
Lord Randolph Churchill and Mr. Parnell 
jumped on the benches and enthusiastical- 
ly waved their hats, and the cheering was 
renewed, The Parnell crowd and all the 
Couservatives voted with the majority, 
which included Sir Michael Brewer and 
several Irsh Liberals, Although strong 
whips had been issued many Government 
supporters were absent, When the result 
of the division was announced Mr, Glad- 
stone who had been leaning forward in his 
chair and cynically smiling, started, turned 
pale and ciatched his hands neryously to- 
gether. The honse immediately became a 
babel of confusion, members yelling,stamp- 
ing and waving hands, neckties and hand- 
kerchiefs. A tumultuous cheer came from 
the galleries and the Speaker fairly howled 
for order, The Parnellites pointed at 
Gladstone and yelled “That is the price of 
coercion! Down with buckshot Foster ! 
Remember Myles Joyce!’ Mr. Gladstone 
arose to move an adjournment but stood 
in his place fullya minute before he could 
be heard. The Cabinet bas been summon- 
ed to mect to-day. 


Lowpon, June 9,--Mr. Gladstone, a few 
minutes after 4 o'clock this afternoon: en- 
*cred the House of Commons, His ap- 
pearance was that of a firm man, perfect- 
ly undisturbed. He said the Cabinet on 
assembling thought they were under ob- 
ligations to submit a doubtful communi- 
cation to the Queen. It would pre- 
mature on hts party to enter into particu- 
lars of that communication just now, He

Messrs Davies, Evans, Christie, Withers 
and Brown have just returned to 
from a visit of inspection of the lands of a 
large ranche to be at once established on 
tho Rosebud Rivers, Red Deer country, 
about fifty miles N. E. of Calgary.

Having seem 
these yaried weapons the scout seems to 
have withdrawn, 

Atthe ranch the intending ranchers 
found themselves in a magnificent section 
of country. Wood, coal and water in rich 
abundance surrounded them, he valley 
of the Rosebud is at all times beautiful, 
but in the marvellous weather which 
visited the district at that time it was es- 
After a satisfled survey of 
the lease, the return trip was ventured on 
and hereby hangs a“ Tale ot a Bucking 
Horse.” 

Mr, Withers, of the party, shortly after 
leaving the rauche, met with the disap- 
proval of the horse he was riding. It is 
to be supposed that the contestants argued 
the matter in the firet instance, for a few 
miles of the journey were made in coam- 
parative amity, Only for a few miles, 
however, for presently Mr, Withers, after 
a trying experience’ found himself streteh- 
ed in the wagon, aching all over, about 
to be jolted on his back, 50 miles into

MASSACRE. 
A Half-Brood's Wretched Stery. 


As law and order swiftly return to the 
anarchised regions of the rebellion, the veil 
lifts slowly which hides some of the hide- 
ous detaile of the brief, mad frenzy. It 
will be perhaps years before the whole 
story is complete, and in the meantime we 
may expect continually to hear details 
cropping up.

To the Editor of the Herald. 

Sir Since this unfortunate trouble 
has arisen in the Northwest I have noticed 
quite a number of individuals through the 
various papers, ali claiming to have 


| thorough knowledge of matters relating to 
| past and present treatment of the Indians. 


Major Walker claims to have been Indian 
aventin the Battleford and Duck Lake 
districts, where the first Indian trouble has 
arisen. He goes on to say the government 
set about teaching the Indians to support 
themselves by farming, but regretted that 
farm instractors weve chosen at Ottawa on 
necount of their political influence, and 
not from their capacity of teaching Tn- 
dians, and consequently have been the 
means of creating hostility in the Indians 
towards the Gov. and the whites, 

Now sir, if Major Walker has been an 
Indian agent be, like many others holding 
that position, must know that it is their 
duty as agent to see that the farm instruct- 
ors in vach district discharged their duty 
faithfully and honestly, giving the Indian 
the full allowance of provisions implemer ts 
&e and of such quality as the Department 


at Ottawa contracted for. Farm Instract- | 


ors receive through the agent the gupplies 
for the Indians upon their reservations. I 
am personally acquainted with a number of 
farm instructors who would scorn to do 


anything dishonorable but through fear of | 


their position had to issue such rati ns &e. 
as was furnished by unprincipled agents | 
who care neither for Gov, country or In- 
dians, 1 speak from experience. I had | 
lots of trouble and dissatisfaction amongst 
the Indians of wham | had change while 
issuing such rations as agt and contr ctor 
were trying to shove onto the Indians, but 
as soonasl took the matter in my own 
handsand insisted upon such rations &c 
as the Goy contract called for 1 had peace | 
and harmony and a host of Indian friends. | 
If all agents done their duty | hold the In- 


dians would be all settled and contented 
upon their reserves, See Bear's Head and 
Poor Man's bands at Eagle Hills up im 
arms together with many others of whom 
I had charge, Ask any of those how | 
treated them while I had charge of 
them atthis place. They all worked well, 
raised lots of provisions, were happy and 
contented because I gave them what the 
Goy. paid for and what thay weve expected 
to get and no more. The appropriation 
fromthe Gov. each year for the Indian 
Department is quite sufficient but it has to 
go through so many han’s —and some 
may uot be very clean—that when it 
reaches its destination it has lost consider- 

able. There is no use in blamipg Mr. | 
Dewdney for this uprising of Indians. 

This is g large cayntry and it is impossi- 

able forhim ta be qt all times upon the 

different reservations, Therm -

agencles where *- wns 
-ac agents are supposed to 


w at all ismes and if any thing is wrong 
they are supposed to communicate with the 
Commissioners. Therefore] claim that 
the Indian Agents are more responsible for 
this unfortunate trouble than either farm 
instructor or Indian Commissioner. 

Othcre again tey to attach the blame upan 
the authorities at Ottawa which I think is 
very unjust. True occasionally a Gov, 
official is seat up here in good faith by the 
Department. These men are supposed to 
do their duty faithfully and honestly but 
unfortunately fail to do either. but show 
me an instance of where a complaint of 
dishonesty, has been made, to the Depart- 
ment but upon immediate enquiry if found 
guilty was discharged.
